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PREFACE. 


Tht* present Catalijgue oiMitRiiiik a coiiiiiaa dtMcription of tLe 
lai-uor part of tlM» Persian ManuHcriptd preserved in the library of 
the Asiatic Society of Bengal, namely those Viebni^ng to the so- 
railed Society’s eonectimi. The MSS, desenbeil. although not m a 
very good state pn^servatiou. fitrin one of the largest and most 
interesting collections in India. ^ 

Various unfavimrabU' oircnnistances have prevented the Cata- 
lr>uuc from having Ivci'ii inndc ae complete and exhaustive ae 
woulrl have dcKired wilh regard to tletaik of miroerons rare workB. 
uicntioned in it, ami from attaining that degree of perfoetion which 
the iinportanot' of the library would have warranted. 

The oireuuiHtatice wliich hn« most handicapped the work, and 
which was entirely liByond my control, wah the shortness of time 
iiilottecl for the tonipilati<in and the priuting, whicli together have 
barclv oooupied t w< * s nd n half .vears. Tliis is unquestionably an ex¬ 
tremely alioft perhal coiisidcrinu th--sisic of the collect ion, which 
contains Ift'll volumes, nr alHiiit 25tMt separate items. It is, at the 
.^amc time, a very difficult -me to catalogue. Isieausc many volumes 
contain not one* work, hut iiumliers of minor, often fragmentary 
iiainphlc^. iioh». etc., not r-nely the productions of almost illiter¬ 
ate authors This category of MtSS, a! ways requires apcoml atten¬ 
tion and a great -leni of time, often siwiit without any success in 
attcmiptA at their proper identification, dating, uiid the gathering 

fif fpferii?nt:rR. 

The time Uiuit inipo.**'d Incvitahly comjK lled brevity Pi the 
de.wripliv<‘ notes, and precluded any possibility of extensive ori¬ 
ginal reaearch. In liiklition. rcfcrpucc material, so vital to eatahi- 
gu*«g. wn*= deplorably deficient in Cakiittn. 

t n spite nf these atid other drawl)acks, the principal aim of this 
Catalogue, —which in to noiivcy an adequate idea of the contenfef 
of the collection *in order to render it us a whole aecessihk o 
every student, -hss. 1 bop<*. Iiecii sufficiently attain^. Every 
item of the material, however cnneiscly described, is s[)ecifica 
and mad. traccahle. An attempt has been made to give more 
detailed dfiseriptions of all rai’e w<jrks which are of 
in their respective secliotis of Persian literature and which had 
not hitherto been desrril.cd in other catalogues. 1 expteas my 
hoj« tlml scholars who have .safficieut leisure will contribute 
studies and monograph" oii Manuscripts udiicb they may 
deserving of their interest, and which have not been deacnbed 
in detail in the present Catalogue, 
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To tlw- actiinl biindhag of the eallectionp and to 

help Htudcnta to make the lieat ii^^e <if itH jiiaterittiH n brief review’ 
of its moj^t impoTtant itexun if* given. TIiim, togetlier with the 
nt^eesaary explan^ticftiEi of the technical iJetaLls of the Catalogue, 
will follow in the form of special dflte^^ ii little further on. Here 
?!ome inforniEiiton coneerning the origin of the eolketion, ami 
the previous attempts nt ita oataloguiiig may }je apprupriarely 
given. 

Most of the MSS. in ey^ry eollcrtiun are yNunlly undated, either 
l>ccanBe of the carelessness of the scribea, or of defeetci in the copien 
as the opening and closing leaves in the MSS. are the first Ln \w 
!{>st or damaged. Those wliitdi in addition to the rUte of trans¬ 
cription nl?<i contain an indication aji to the place o( copying ai'* 
very rare. In thJft ciiUeetion tas in sonie otliers which 1 liave 
hiid the opportunity to cscamiiie) the dated MSS fni™ only atwjnt 
nne-third of the wholt=^ number. Tlie eopie-i containing mentio!i 
nf the place of their origin iii'e niily few (here 130, or less than 7^*^ 
rif the whole nnnihcrh^ 

Fortunalely it m uot always im|Mjfi^iljle to date the ot!ser>. 
The ^ame conHervative letideiicies and careful suppfLti^sinn of 
individoaiity whioli are ho inaiiife^t in Persian literature*, are 
n\s 5 o clearly traceable in Persian ealligraphy. The i:tRniiarrlK. 
introduced by fajiluon, hold their uwu lor a very hmg time in 
any particular country, and tliiKeii-cntLvnaiiee render^ great help in 
dealing with the unflated or defective copies.’ 

Taking into account huth the explicit and the conjectural 
date^ of tho ^fSS. Ln tlii^ crsHeetioti, mhH os the mdications as 
to their originH. it may he emiEi|iide<l ihal: (l i It eiJiiHiHts aimof^t

40), 

Tlu> Xlc, XVllC- was in India the period of iiitprt'ei‘dentt?d 
literary splendour. Manv Imciks were i-omposed and tiiiHacrihi-tl 
in that time not oiilv for eminent patroiw. hut also for gciven-l 
n^. In apite of this the present colleetioii is lemarka'dy (Mior in 
MSS. of that time (thev eon.stitute leas than lH%af tije whole). 
This seems all the ■stronger when this proportion i« contfii.'tcd with 
that of Indian copies «f that time still toiind nnUnin India and 
preserved in other eollcctiom. In lUlt-tflln, while coUecting 
Persian, Arabic and Turkish manuscripts for I be Asiatic MmMfiiMi of 
the Russian .^eademy of Seienees. in Petmcrafl. chittiy in 
and Turkestan, I wm surpriHcd to find a very large mimher < f 
Indian MSS. of that eeiitiirv «ff‘"red fnr sale. Hut of more tbaii 
1300 Tolnmes collected tlierr by me at timt lime aliimsr one-tlnnl 
heUiTiged to that perioii.* 

II thf^ smnf* iTHn^lusinii nho tu re&ult fioin 

of othrr rolleotinns^ it niitht provp an iTiterpating 
paradox : India imported Peremn and CVntnU .Vsian poets aud 
scholars to create a period of literary brilliancy'. Bvit she aoTit 
their works back t<i Turkestan and Persia as tlicy njijiarent y 
fOuh.l little locnl demand, probalily because the cnltiire 
they represented waa foreign to the country.'*

The Xllc, XVJ EIl-, wnd the first <|uarter of the XlHc./XJXt.

They show a rapid jjnxwiis of 
degenemtifiii in ‘calligraphy and rjualityc of [Kiper, 

Amongsl llie nutre modorji copies there are mnuy whioJi were 
traDScrilied hy order of European f^chotara. Many also were 
pr&[wred for the .Society itself, or are new copies of decaying 
original MBS of works which were already contained in this 
library. 

The MSS, liave come into the posacesion of the Xsiatlc 
StH>iety through veiy different chaiinels. It is a prevalent opinion 
HUiongst the .Mulianiuiadaiis in Calcutta that the present coUectinn 
I as well that of the Arabic MSS. of tlin Asiatic Society of 
Bengal • are tiohliirig but the library Avhich cince belougHd to 
the nawwah of Mysore, 4ind which in 17t»9, os the result of the 
confineHt of that provin^ie, l>PC4niB the pro(ierty of the British 
(Tt>veruiiiet]t, This u» anuiewLat incorrect. In reality Tipu'a 
library constitutes not more than uiie ijuarter of the col lection, 
This ii* ‘evident not only from the fact thnl a comparatively' very 
small numlMT of MSS. hear Tipfi V ,*eal, bm nhui from a simple 
cakulatioii T. Stewart, who prepiucd a brief dcseriplton nf the 
.My.?on* library only a few yeaw after its acquisition,' {«peaks of 
20f>n voltmtea. .Alwmt jt half of tliisi number, if not more, ware 
afterwards forwarded to the lihrary of the India Office,* The 
liortitin of the nollection. which finally wob entrusted ki the 
.\siatit' Society in lK35,* wai coosidcrubly te^Jac^xl by the * ktas ’ of 
many valuoTiIe e.ipies. In spite of this the rtumher of volume^ in 
both collections, Persian and Arabic, totals at preaent about 
2300. It is therefoie clear that the original Mysore library can 
constitute only a minor pftrtion of nil n orks forming the present 
ciillcctioii^ oi the .Sooiety, 

Stewart w'hn made n special study of the histi»rr of 
•Mysore thus d(tserib>i in hiu preface the origin of the library in 
the of Tipfl:: "Very few of these booka had been pDrehoS’

Very iinfortunutely no ucveaaion lii*te or other rtst^oi'd^^ have 
ever U'o'n kept in tlie Aaiatie Society of Eknifial of the VlljB. or 
i>ther Muhammadan t*ooks. It ttierefore now impossible to 
truee the origin of any book in the Society’s {jLissf-ssion. Division 
into '‘olleetions bearing the naines of tlie donors, as prtirstired in 
ntiier libraries, ftiM* does not exist here. Therefore the only, 
although not very reliable, way to form an idea as to tlie |ioss»ble 
■Jiiein of the MSs’ is to study the not^ja. signatures and isealR which 
they iiceasinnnllv bear. An itic^uiry of this kind reveols a large 
number of copk^ whieU aiiiuetime belonged to various Eimipeanp. 
inostlv those wljo lived inlndin towards the end of the XVTlIc. or 
the beirinniiiii of the XlXe. The nminrity of them w ere most pro- 
biibiv Bfitisii officuds w'ho took a special fnterest in Oriental 
researeh. Their lK>ok.s were apparently Ixsjuealhed or preacnti'd to 
the College of Tort William and from there they eame into the 
StHdetv’s lihtiiry, s^ome of these donations were probably niiitf 
considei iiblo, such as those from Henry Boih au (cf, «T:J, 

S85, 1151. ate,,, or Colonel J. BaiUic (cf. Xos. IU3, i)54| fso

A, Sprongor. who, judging from 
t he only vrdume of hia Cataingne which has appeared,* iiiMl esca- 
jiihitd the contents of tho Society's library almost cctmpletely. 
Although he doca not mention the fact of his wnik in the Society, 
the Cataiogne itself aontains nut only references to the MSS. in it. 
blit, in fl great many caaea. spct'ial dcscripLiona of them.* From 
his pfpftire it may be oonclnded that lie was working in the Aairttio 
Society’.‘i library iwme time about iH-ill, 

ATifilher eminent German rurientalist. K. Blocbraann. who 
eiii'iched the lihrarv with a number of valuable transcriptfi nf 
varioua rare works, executed under his guidance ;m or abnut IkTO- 
1873), did not, os far ns I know, undortakc any systrraatie batologig- 
ing. But he ccoasiomiUy contributed to the Proceedings of the 
Asiatic Society notes on rare works in the collection. 

Ltiter on, in lSW0-18i).i, a list I'callecl a ‘ catalogue’J of the 
Persian niiH Arabic MSS. was prepared by Mirza Ashraf •AJi." The 
leas said about it. tho betler, 

.^pother attempt bus since been made at cataloguing tJie 
‘‘oilertion, hut was not completed. 

The id‘*a nf pni^ring the pr'eaent Catalogue is due to CJnlimcl 
O. S. A. Hanking, himseif an eminent Persian scholar. He sug 
liosted it to tho late Sir Asutoah Mukerjee, at that time the Presidf-nt 
nf the Society, who recotunicnded it to the Coutioil, But it could 
never have attained fruition hut for the invalimble aid of ilr. 
Johan van Maiian. On being elected General Scftetary to th<’! 
Sooiety, in February 1023, he not only did everything pnsssible tn 
accelerate its puhlication, but has alw peraoniilly twice read the 
whole work (in manuscript nnil in proof), oorreeting my Enghi-h 
and frequently giving extremely ralnahte advice on various pninU

[, HisturV. 

The present colkction contaiilH a constdernble numlter of 
valuable hiatorieni works, ehieliy dealing with India. It is very 
rarely that one meets ^vith an entirely iinktiuwu liiatorieaJ cioni- 
pOHitiim because this particular branch of the Pensian literary in- 
tieritanre is the one beet explored. In spite of this, however, 
there are several rare historical works hi the lihmrv, Tlie Ixiok 
which probably is not known in other collections is a geEcrnl 
liistory {No. SJ. up to hJ7;i4l4. roniposed in ^2ti 1417, which 
regardlesA of its brevity may|»erbaps contain interostimj informs* 
tion about the early Timurides.

A largo and valuable anthology, ooniaining a^jecimena of 
poetry from almostt all known Pei-sian poets, sine* the earliest 
days of Persian literature till about 1000/Tho compiler

large note-book, :md has evidently not been copied from on earlier 
original), does not mention his name, nor gives be any date of his 
colieetlon nr transcript ioD. But from the internal evidenoo the 
date of the anthology can bo tij^ed at the period between 
and about lOOO- lsy3. The first date is that of the completion of 
the tadhkira of Sfim with the title Ttikfa-i-SQmt (quoted
